£/BOOKS ON City

Pausing to check the good 
new books on the non- 
fiction shelf, four appear to 
suit variedinterests, First 
is Gunnar Mattsson’s story 
of his wife’s struggle 
against cancer. In THE 
PRINCESS, he tells their 
love story and the 
sacrifices his wife made 
in order to bear a child. 
She stopped having treat- 
ment for her disease for 
fear of harming the life 
within her body. The 
couple’s courage carried 
them through to the birth 
of a healthy, normal son. 
At the time of the writing, 
the cancer had been ar- 
rested and the couple are 
looking forward to a long 
and happy life with their 
son. THE PRINCESS isa 
very moving story of hope, 
love and courage. 

In the colorful, exciting 
days of America’s wild 
west, the role of the. 
itinerant newspaper 
editors was important in 
shaping and ‘‘civilizing’’ 
the territory. PRINT INA 
WILD LAND, by John 
Myers, tells the saga of 
the men who created a 
brand of journalism never 
seen before or since, The 
reader will meet such 
literary notables as Mark 
Twain, Bret Harte, Am- 
brose Bierce, Dan De- 
Quille, and Eugene Field. 
This is a story of papers 
slapped together with more 
nerve than skill, andavidly 
read by miners, ranchers, 
cowhands, good men and 
bad, all hungry for news of 
any sort. The author re- 
affirms. the Western 
journalist’s lingering re- 
putation as a hoaxer, ful- 
minator, and all-purpose 
hell raiser---quick with 
the pistol as well as with 
the composing stick. This 
is full of tangy pioneer 
humor and as racy as 
redeye. 

The critics are predict- 
ing that George Eells bio- 
graphy of Cole Porter will 
probably be the standard 
work onthe musician, THE 
LIFE THAT LATE HE LED 
allows the reader a glimpse 
into a life where the exotic 
was the usual and great 
wealth was to be grandly 
and. tastefully spent. 
Porter’s manner of living 
was elegant to the last de- 
tail, he was a legend of wit 
and charm, and his songs 
delighted millions. The 
man behind the legend was 
witty, charming and af- 


fable, according to the 
author’s convincing work. 
He goes on to describe the 
courage and gallantry 
Porter exhibited through- 
out the many operations 
and pain endured because of 
a bad riding accident which 
took place in 1937. Aswell 
as being a biography, the 
book is also a chronicle of 
four decades of American 
musical comedy. In the 
early parts of the book, the 
reader is treated toa 
fascinating series of 
Porter’s high jinks at Yale 
around 1912 and in Europe in 
the 1920’s. This is very 
good reading and is rec- 
ommended for all. 
Leonard Cottrell has 
added to his Egyptian 
books with LADY OF THE 
TWO LANDS, a work des- 
cribing the life and times 
of five Ancient Egyptian 
Queens. It also tells how he 
was able to recreate their 
story from a few scattered 
clues. For all ancinet his- 
tory buffs, this is a must.

VISALIA — Western yel- 
low-striped army worms 
have infested alfalfa fields 
in damaging numbers in all 
areas of the county, Says 
Tulare County Farm Ad- 
visor Bill Sallee. Army 
worms are usually black 
with two prominent stripes 
and many fine bright ones 
on each'side; they can cause 
excess damage to alfalfa 
when they occur in large 
numbers. 

If western yellow- 
striped army worms aver- 
age 15 per sweep when 
worms are at least1/2 inch 
in length in alfalfa near 
harvest, cut alfalfa and 
place barrier of five per 
cent Dylox around the field 
to prevent migration to 
surrounding crops. 

Use four to six pounds 
of dust per 100 feet of bar- 
rier in a band eight to 12 
inches wide. Control is 
more effective if band is 
placed in a ditch around 
field with plowed soil 
thrown away from field to 
be protected. In case of 
severe infestation bar- 
riers may require renew- 
ing every five to seven 
days. 

Apply chemicals if army 
worms remain infield after 
cutting or if cutting is not 
practical and damage is 
easily detected. Materials 
recommended are six 
ounces actual Dylox(trich- 
lorfon). Use immediately 
after mixing. Do not apply 
Dylox within 14 days of cut- 
ting or pasturing. Another 
recommendation is 20 
ounces actual malathion. 
Do not apply insecticides 
while bees are in the field. 
There is no time limitation 
for malathion.

porting at Cornell uni- 
versity to the American 
Dairy Science association, 
said the program, still tobe 
fully evaluated, appears to 
be making sound progress. 
His optimism is based on 
apparent willing participa- 
tion in the program by both 
dairy operators and 
workers.
